which is conformable to a ground surfece of varying slope not suggested by combination of prior 
art references). 

It is well established that, even if all aspects of the claimed invention were individually 
known in the art, such is not sufficient to establish a prima facie case of obviousness without 
some objective reason to combine the teachings of the references. Ex parte Levengood, 28 
US.RQ.2d 1300 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1993). It is. therefore, incumbent upon the Examiner to 
provide some suggestion of the desirability of doing what the inventor has done in the 
Examiner's formulation, imposition and maintenance of a rejection under 35 US.C. 103(a). 'To 
support the conclusion mat the claimed invention is directed to obvious subject matter, either the 
references must expressly or impliedly suggest the claimed invention or the Examiner must 
present a convincing line of reasoning as to why the artisan would have found the claimed 
invention to have been obvious in light of the teachings of the references." Ex parte Clapp, 227 
US.P.Q. 972, 973 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). 

In summary, claims 1 - 26 are now considered to be in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application, as amended, and an early notification of allowance 
are respectfully requested.
